Prof. Jean Bruchesi of the Univer¬ 
sity of Montreal has been explaining 
to a Geneva Park assembly the trench 
Canadian attitude toward Empire af¬ 
fairs. Bour&ssa, he said, and not Laur- 
ier, is its best exponent. He asserts 
that it was the firm stand taken by the 
French-Canadian press that forced the 
government to repudiate Dr. Riddell’s 
connection with a motion to apply oil 
sanctions against Italy. Canada’s new 
status as an independent nation, he 
adds, will prevent Britain dragging 
Canada into a foreign war as in 1914, 
but Britain will try to do it. Then he 
went on to say that British statesmen 
were ardent for Empire which he took 
to mean the metropolis—London, the 
city of commerce and finance.

He is correct in his outline of the 
French-Canadian attitude. Laurier 
said that when the Empire was at war, 
Canada was at war, and he was right 
ther. Our new status has changed 
that, although an enemy may decide 
otherwise. To suggest however, that 
we were dragged into the Great War 
by Britain, is to forget the events. The 
Canadian people had their minds made 
up before the British government 
reached a decision. Any Canadian gov¬ 
ernment that would have faltered then 
would surely have been given orders 
by the Canadian people to march out 
of office. Two members of the As¬ 
quith government quit when that de¬ 
cision was reached. The - Canadian 
government and the Laurier opposi¬ 
tion were unanimous for participation, 
as principals. '

Mine workers in the Vulcan-Champ¬ 
ion field went on strike for a higher 
scale on Monday and up till Wednes¬ 
day afternoon no settlement had been 
made. Operators hoped for a settle¬ 
ment late Wednesday evening. The 
old wage scale ranged around $1.50 
per ton for the workers and was re¬ 
cently raised to $1.60 and at some 
mines $1.66. The strikers want $1.80 
per ton. The operators feel that this 
scale is too high considering the price 
they receive for the coal. The miners 
want the price of coal raised to take 
care of the raise in wages. But opera¬ 
tors feel that the price of coal is now 
in keeping with the times and any 
raise in price would hinder business. 

Any customers to the mines during 
the past three days had to return to 
homes with empty trucks. No coal 
reached the surface. 

Most of the miners in the Vulcan- 
Champion field are of foreign extrac¬ 
tion. None seem to be of the extreme 
radical type. It is hard for the oper¬ 
ators to tell the ring-leaders in the 
strike, as most speak in their foreign 
tongue.

week. Just where the surveys are be¬ 
ing made is not to be made public, said 
Mr. Reich when interviewed by The 
Advocate. That the equipment leaves 
Vulcan every morning and returns in 
the late afternoon of every day gives 
hint that several test holes are being 
sunk and tests made. 

Included in the equipment used is a 
seismograph machine in the hands of 
experts of the Oklahoma oilfields. The 
manner in which the work is carried 
out includes the drilling of a test hole 
some forty feet in depth. Into this 
hole is lowered dynamite, the charge 
being fired by electricity. Vibrations 
from the explosion are recorded. The 
data of the underground formation en¬ 
countered is recorded on the instru¬ 
ments and from this the underlying 
strata of the ground being tested is 
noted. According to oil papers this 
method has proven tests’to be 80 per 
cent correct and takes considerable 
chance out of oil drilling over the old 1 
methods. All large oil companies are 
using this method of structure finding 
today.

.nost serious threat is to European and world peace. Ger¬ 
many and Italy lean toward the Fascists. Russia naturally 
favors communistic development. France is opposed to 
ihese new developments, and Britain apparently desires 
non-interference. A combined strength of Spain, Italy 
and Germany would be indicated, but there are other fac¬ 
tors which prevent complete sympathy of Germany and 
Italy. Any day may produce a situation creating unexpect¬ 
ed alignments. Britain, though (oath to enter the melee, 
must take a stand in defence of shipping interests. Nation¬ 
al leaders seem to have no lead on developments. 

The conviction seems to be that* the strongest power in 
Europe today is not any one national but the- international 
Socialist-Communist forces whose growth has been for¬ 
midable. 

In the meantime the atrocities of this modest little war 
have already roused tjhe apprehension of neighboring na¬ 
tions which are still merely bystanders. At least 25,000 
Spaniards have been killed and only a small proportion of 
these on any battlefield. Bombardment of towns and cities

He was present when the In¬ 
dian treaty was signed at Crowfoot 
Crossing. He helped establish Fort 
Macleod in 18J4. His Western details 
took hini to Fort Edmonton when it 
was a trading post and a police bar¬ 
racks. Another trip of the early days 
was from Fort Macleod by pack pony 
through the Rockies (each pony car¬ 
rying 300 pounds). The party went 
through South Kootenai Pass to Fort 
Steele, and on to Walla Walla, Wash¬ 
ington. On his return to Fort Macleod 
he covered 800 miles of journey in lit-- 
tle over a month. 1 

His memory,has been wonderfully 
vivid and clear, and recollections hark 
back to the days when countless buff¬ 
alo grazed on the site of Calgary.

Immigration Plan of Saskatchewan 
Legislation Boards of Trade Endorse 
Hornby Plan 

Brigadier General Hornby’s scheme 
of assisted British immigrants to Can¬ 
ada is meeting with favor in Sas¬ 
katchewan. The Saskatchewan legisla¬ 
ture earlier in the year advocated re¬ 
sumption of immigration “not sending 
out a few uncared-for individuals but 
comprehensive colonization; group 
settlements of several hundred famil¬ 
ies.” 

An Immigration and Settlement 
convention including Boards of Trade 
all over Saskatchewan is meeting in 
September, and in the meantime reso¬ 
lutions have gone forward to the fed¬ 
eral government, urging: 

(1) That all settlement of new im¬ 
migrants on the land should be prop¬ 
erly organized, so that the immigrants 
may be located in districts where set¬ 
tlement is most needed, and-where the 
settlers are mos( likely to be success-- 
ful; and 

(2) That settlement should be prop¬ 
erly and adequately supervised; and 

(3) That under no circumstances 
should the capital required to be 
brought into Canada by each immi¬ 
grant family be reduced below a mini¬ 
mum of one thousand ($-1,000) dollars; 
and that, if the immigrant family is 
assisted by its government or by any 
organization, the same sum should in 
al) cases be set aside by the govern¬ 
ment or by the organization concerned 
to be placed at the disposal of the 
head of the family in due course in or¬ 
der to ensure satisfactory'settlement, 
after he jias gained the necessary ex¬ 
perience of agricultural conditions in 
Canada. 

Hornby Scheme 

In connection with the revived pol¬ 
icy of immigration, General Hornbyte 
scheme has received endorsation from 
many parts of Canada as well as from 
Britain. Such a planned settlement 
interests old settled districts as it 
does not aim so.much to enter new 
undeveloped areas, as to make use of 
available lands in the well established 
settlements. Adequate financing by 
the parent government, proper selec¬ 
tion of land and supervision are neces¬ 
sary provisions. 

Amongst suggestions considered in 
relation to British settlement are that 
new settlers should be made tenants 
first of fully-equipped farms on crop- 
share rental basis until they have 
found their feet and not to be encour¬ 
aged to purchase land for themselves 
until they have proved themselves 
capable farmers. New settlers who do 
not make good should be returned to 
the United Kingdom by those who sent 
them. 

At present we are but ten millions 
Tarrying the taxation burden of twen¬ 
ty millions. Our railways were con¬ 
structed to serve a population of at 
least twice as large as our present 
population. 

Our railways need more traffic to 
operate successfully. Even better con¬ 
ditions would not solve the problem 
entirely. The railways must have 
more freight to produce larger reven¬ 
ues. This could only be brought about 
by a larger permanent population. 

Mistakes of Past 

The mistakes of past settlement 
have been faulty selection of immi¬ 
grants, unsuitability of land, inade¬ 
quate finance, insufficient supervision 
and isolation. 

In the Hornby scheme these would 
be overcome by most careful selection 
of peopld experienced in agriculture 
and respopsibility resting upon th*- 
British authorities. Settlement would 
be in well developed districts close to 
markets. Financial support would be 
assured for necessary establishment. • <

Shooting Season 

For Albertans 

The shooting season for ducks and 
geese in Southern Alberta starts at 
noon September 15 and concludes No¬ 
vember 14. 

The use of automatic, swivel, ma¬ 
chine guns or any gun larger than a 
number 10 gauge is prohibited. Also 
prohibited is shooting from aeroplane, 
power or sail sail boats or any horse- 
drawn or motor vehicle. Live birds 
cannot be used as decoys while the use 
of a night light and grain bait or arti¬ 
ficial food cannot be used to attract 
the birds. 

Birds cannot be shot earlier than 
one hour before sunrise the act states 
and the penalty for infringement call 
for stiff fines or fines with imprison¬ 
ment and in some instances, imprison¬ 
ment only. 

The Northern Alberta season on 
ducks and geese has been reduced 
two weeks and the bag limit has also 
been reduced from 15 per day to 12 
with a season limit of 100 ducks and 
for geese from 10 to 5 per day with a 
season limit of 26. , _ 

Qp Huns south of the North Sas¬ 
katchewan the limit is 15 per day and 
200 for season. 

There will be no open season on 
prairie chicken, pheasants or grouse. 

Thrift 

One of our readers stated to us that 
on a plot of ground sixty feet by eigh¬ 
ty, he stocked his cellar for the winter 
and sold $80 worth of produce be¬ 
sides. 

In most cases ninety per cent, of 
the people who eventually bought his 
produce were in receipt of less salary 
than himself. They paid 22 times the 
amount thpt it cost our reader to pro¬ 
duce the vegetables. 

In one particular case an individual 
bought produce which originally cost 
him 28 times more than it cost our 
reader to raise it, yet the purchaser’s 
jncome was only thirty per cent of 
our reader’s income.—Carleton Can¬ 
adian. 

UT 1787, the year the Constitution 
was framed, it took 19 persons living 
on farms to produce enough for them¬ 
selves and for one person living in 
town. Today 19 persons on farms can 
produce enough for themselves and

Decrease in Gross 
Debt Says Cockroft 

Claims Lessening of Gross Funded 
and Unfunded Debt of $65,000 

Hon. Chas. Cockroft, has stated ac¬ 
cording to the Albertan, that the gross 
funded and unfunded debt has been 
decreased by $605,000 in the period 
from March 1 to July 1. 

In the period to which reference is 
made, the gross funded debt of the 
province was increased by $632,000, 
while the gross unfunded debt was de¬ 
creased to the extent of $1,237,000, . 
thus making a debt increase of $605,- 
000 . 

The increase of $632,000 in the fund¬ 
ed debt was made up of loans from the 
Dominion government and provincial 
■sinking funds. — r ~ 

The decrease in the funded debt was 
made up of $277,125.86 in saving cer¬ 
tificates and $964,990.36 of miscellan¬ 
eous liabilities,. less $5,110.67 increase 
in the superannuation fund, which 
leaves a decrease in the gross unfund¬ 
ed debt of $1,237,006.85 and a de¬ 
crease in the gross funded debt of 
*605,005.85. 

During the period under review, in 
necessitous circumstances only, sav¬ 
ings certificates of a par value of $277- 
125.86 were redeemed which, with in¬ 
terest of $6,892.16, making a total of 
$284,018.02. 

In the period under review the net 
capital outlay of the government was 
$1,935,824.88 of which $1,303,824.88 
was provided by the general revenue 
fund and $632,000 from loans by the 
Dominion and provincial governments. 

In previous years unemployment re¬ 
lief was charged to capital account. 
For the year 1936-37 it has been charg 
ed to yicome account. 

In the three months ending June, 
1936, the net expenditure on relief was 
$478,761.45 as against $521,172.92, or 
a decrease of $42,411.13 for the same 
period of 1935.
